Dear All, 


You don't need me to tell you about the 
weather! It can be unbearable for us, I 
know that in the afternoon the sun will hit 
my garden shed full-on and I can only 
cope thanks to a fan that cools the back of 
my head! But our wildlife is not so 
fortunate ... and providing garden fans is 
not an ecologically sustainable solution! 


In this heat the very best thing you can do 
is make sure there is a shallow dish (or 
three!) of water in your garden - and make 
sure you top it up before you go to bed. 
While food is obviously important - water 
is, right now, even more so - and it is much 
easier to provide. So please, if you do one 
thing to help hedgehogs (and other wildlife 
too), make it a water dish (or three). 


Next on your list is shelter - but it is a bit 
late for now. Maybe consider how you 
could manage your garden with hedgehogs 
in mind - let a bit go wild, pile logs and 
other bits of wood in a corner - this will 
help to create a place for the day nest of a 
hedgehog. 


Over the long nights of radio tracking it 
was clear how important these places can 
be - as the sun began to rise 'my' hogs 
would head to the base of a hedge, a pile 
of leaves, a tussock of grass and cover 
themselves up for their daytime snooze. In 
this weather it can be little more than just a 
few leaves hiding them - so PLEASE - do 
not be too tidy!

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLOR’S REPORT 


There are a few major issues I am working 
on with other parties to support the village. 
First of all, I have long been concerned 
about the derelict buildings left behind 
from the A14 project. Along with the 
800,000 trees that were planted as part of 
the A14 project, 70% of which have died, 
National Highways has work to do to fix 
problems of their making in our area. I 
continue to press both National Highways 
and the County Council highways 
department to consider solutions to the 
problems of derelict buildings, and 
particularly to canvass residents for their 
views on what should happen to the space. 
The ownership of the land presents some 
complex challenges as it includes ‘ransom 
strips’ but we have to start somewhere or 
nothing will change. 


I am very conscious of the problems 
caused by people who have camped out on 
land where they should not go, and am 
encouraging the County’s officers to work 
with the Parish Council to consider 
solutions that make it much more difficult 
for people to access land to which they (in 
their vehicles) do not have the right of 
way. It is important to consider these 
issues carefully. 


Finally, there are a number of paths in Bar 
Hill which have over time become in need 
of repair. Uneven and pitted paths present 
great difficulty — and even danger — for 
some pedestrians and those using 
wheelchairs. I am working with the 
County Council officers and the Parish 
Council to establish the responsibilities for 
these paths, and work through the 
Council’s maintenance programme, to 
identify whether there are some areas that 


cannot wait for their turn for resurfacing. 


As I write this it is incredibly hot and is a 
sad reminder that the climate emergency is 
real and we need to continue making 
investments in alternative sources of 
energy, and in public transport. The cost of 
living crisis is a real worry and will affect 
almost everyone, with a very uncertain 
future ahead. There are so many reasons to 
be concerned for the future. But please do 
feel you can contact me if I can help and in 
the mean time please do enjoy the summer 
if you can.

Heatwave And Very Hot Weather 
Most of us welcome hot weather, but when 
it’s too hot for too long, there are health 
risks. In England there are on average 
2000 heat related deaths every year. If hot 
weather hits this summer, make sure it 
does not harm you or anyone you know. 


Why Is A Heatwave A Problem? 
The main risks posed by a heatwave are: 


not drinking enough water 


overheating, which can make symptoms 
worse for people who already have 
problems with their heart or breathing 


heat exhaustion and heatstroke 


Who's most at risk? 
A heatwave can affect anyone, but the 
most vulnerable people are: 


older people — especially those over 75 
those who live alone or in a care home 


people who have a serious or long term 
illness — including heart or lung 
conditions, diabetes, kidney 

disease, Parkinson's disease or some 
mental health conditions 


those who may find it hard to keep cool 
— babies and the very young, the bed 
bound, those with drug or alcohol 
addictions or with Alzheimer's disease 
people who spend a lot of time outside 
or in hot places — those who live in a 
top floor flat, the homeless or those 
whose jobs are outside 

The top ways for staying safe when the 

heat arrives are to: 


¢ look out for others, especially older

people, young children and babies and 
those with underlying health conditions 


close curtains on rooms that face the 
sun to keep indoor spaces cooler and 
remember it may be cooler outdoors 
than indoors 


drink plenty of water as sugary, 
alcoholic and caffeinated drinks can 
make you more dehydrated 


never leave anyone in a closed, parked 
vehicle, especially infants, young 
children or animals 


try to keep out of the sun around noon 


take care and follow local safety advice, 
if you are going into water to cool down 


walk in the shade, apply sunscreen and 
wear a hat, if you have to go out 


avoid physical exertion in the hottest 
parts of the day 


wear light, loose fitting cotton clothes 


make sure you take water with you if 
you are travelling

Helping our pollinators in our garden 
and outside space. 

The RHS is extremely concerned about 
pollinator declines and is encouraging us 
to continue to support these vital insects 
now more than ever. There are many 
factors causing these declines, including 
the lack of flowering plants, loss of nesting 
sites and other habitats, as well as climate 
change, pests and diseases. Much of this 
has been linked to modern farming 
practices and other land use changes. 


We can help by growing a rich diversity of 
plants. How we tend them is critical to 
support a wide range of pollinators. There 
can be more pollinators in our nation’s 
gardens, outside space than in surrounding 
agricultural land. There is though 
ALWAYS space for more pollinators. After 
all we cannot live without them. 


Sadly all too often we pull up ‘weeds‘ and 
they are incredibly important for our 
insects. Many of which certain insects rely 
on to lay eggs. One such beautiful plant is 
the mullein. They are tall with yellow 
flowers. The mullein moth will be making 
the most of them. If we can resist the 
temptation to pull them up until at least 
later in the year , we will be helping birds 
and many pollinators survive as this 
wonderful plant provides both food and 
shelter. 


Allowing lawn ‘weeds’ to flower by 
mowing less often provides valuable extra 
recourses from areas that are often free of 
flowering plants. 


Provide water for pollinators. Bees and 
other pollinators sometimes need to drink; 
having a shallow margin of a pond or a 
shallow dish filled with stones or marbles 
filled with water will provide a safe source 
of water. 


Sir David Attenborough recently 


urged people to put a spoonful of 
sugar and water out for the bees. 


They are often tired at this time of year 
and don’t have the energy to return to their 
hives. The sugar and water will help revive 


them. As we are all aware they are in 
serious decline. If we lost our bees, 
humanity will be gone within four years.
